b.  TRANSFER  STUDENTS  must  request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended 
mail  a  transcript  of  college  credits  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

3.  Pass  successfully  a  qualifying  examination   not  later   than   August   22,    1959.    Sec 
a  letter  of  instructions  concerning  this  examination  from  the  Registrar's  Office. 

4.  Submit  the  required  Health  Service  Record  Card. 

FORMER  STUDENTS,  including  those  not  registered  at  Memphis  State  for  the  1959  Spi 

Semester  or  the   1959  Summer  Session  and/or  who  have  attended  another  college   since 
attending  Memphis  State,  must  clear  admission  requirements  with   the  Registrar's  Office 
follows : 

1.  Complete  the  application  for  re-admission  form  provided  by  the  Registrar's  Office. 

2.  Request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended,  if  any,  to  mail  a  transcript  of  coll 
credits  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

AFTER  having  completed  entrance  requirements,  an  applicant  will  be  notified  of  his  admisi 
status.  If  he  is  accepted,  a  card  of  admission  will  be  issued  by  the  Registrar's  Office.  This  c 
should  be  presented  at  the  time  of  registration.
